From time to time rumors circulate that Russia is on 
the verge of a revolution. 
Quite recently the Christian Science Monitor pub­ 
lished an interview with an unidentified Italian who had 
been confined in three different Russian prisons where he 
met various political captives. Among these he said were 
three former generals from the staff of Marshal Grigor 
zhukov, a prominent Russian figure who disappeared 
from sight. 
According to the news dispatch, from this source it 
was learned that in Russia there is supposed to be a grow­ 
ing demand for the overthrow of the Communist dictator­ 
ship and for the setting up in its place of a more demo­ 
cratic government. Further development of the nation. 
it was argued, is being hampered by the police state. 
Now, of course nothing could be more unwise than 
for the American people to take seriously any such vague 
report. As a matter of probabilities, it is much more likely 
that Stalin has had rumors of this sort spread to “soften 
up" the rest of the world, than it is that foreigners in 
Russia were able to learn such facts and escape to tell 
them. 
............... 
The trick of “putting down conspiracies is one or 
the oldest excuses of tyrants for tightening the screws 
which hold their subjects in slavery, lf you want to bet 
on the matter, bet that when and if a Russian revolution 
comes, it will be a bolt from the blue, without the least 
whisper of a hint ahead of time! 
But these rumors can serve another and quite differ­ 
ent purpose. They can dramatize for the American people 
the degree to which we ourselves have slid over into a war 
economy, and the appalling extent to which a sudden out­ 
burst of world peace would be a catastrophe to us of un­ 
precedented severity. 
Just suppose, for example, that these rumors were to 
turn out to be true, and suppose further that one of these 
days you heard on the radio and read in the newspapers 
the astounding news that a successful conspiracy had 
wiped out Stalin, eliminated all of his close assistants at 
the top of the government, taken over the army and the 
state police, had set up a new government in the form of a 
free republic, and were busy tearing aside the iron curtain 
so as to return to an open-door national policy with the 
rest of the world. 
Would that be good news, or bad? What would be 
the effect upon us, politically and economically > 
In the field of economics, any such sudden develop­ 
ment would shake us to the foundations. Our government 
at this moment is spending some fifty billions a year on 
military purposes, all of which would have to stop if Rus- 
ceased being what it is—the one threat to world peace.

Earnings of capital investments 
would disappear.

There would be th’e most frightful mixture of acute 
scarcities in the midst of terrific oversupply. Take farm 
crops, for instance. The economic disturbances would « 
have the effect of freezing these on the farm. The con­ 
sumers would have no money to pay for them at the artifi­ 
cially high prices they would have to bring to cover the < 
artificially high costs. The government would have no 
cash on hand to finance the operation. As between trying 
to ship the goods and sell it at ruinous prices, or letting it ¥ 
rot where it stood and swallow the losses, the farmers 
would have no choice. They would do what they have 
done countless times before in history— let the money 4 
crops go, and concentrate on salvaging enough to meet 
their own personal needs. 
One way and another, the same effects would be 4 
noted in all other lines of production. Despite large over­ 
stocks in factories and warehouses, the dislocations would 
be so great that the machinery of distribution would col- 4 
lapse. Essential goods would be in drastic shortage in the 
stores, even though heavily overstocked at the plants. 
Resulting would be tremendous and uncontrolable 
social tensions. Labor unions would, naturally, fight 
against a wage roll-back. Professional workers, the "white 
collar class," just at present lagging behind in pro rata ^ 
earning capacity, as always happens during inflation, 
would find their fixed incomes suddenly a great blessing, 
and, temporarily at least, would be the beneficiaries of the * 
upheaval. 
But these tensions would be nothing by comparison 
with the impact upon our financial structure. We already 
are overburdened with debt and taxes— the debts exceed 
our total value as a going concern (measured in honest „ 
dollars) and the taxes much exceed the total national in­ 
come in some years within the past two decades. 
The one thing which has kept our government going , 
financially for the past few years has been the carefully 
nurtured military emergency, in which we have been and 
are frantically getting ready to fight World War 111. 
t 
This has been an artificial stimulus— dope. Some­ 
times gamblers "needle" a horse into winning a race, and 
our leaders have been giving us the needle to keep us going ^ 
at the ruinous pace— stimulating us with fear and envy, 
to keep the forces of deflation and readjustment from re­ 
laxing our economy into a pace it can maintain. 
v 
The war scare has been the dope-—take it away, and 
what will happen to us is what happens to any dope- * 
addict whose supply of drugs is suddenly stopped. We will 
suffer a breakdown. 
t 
As we noted above, none of this is going to happen 
— not, at least, in the fashion just outlined; for the possi­ 
bility of any such revolution in Russia, during the lifetime 4 
of this generation, is fantastically remote. 
But reflecting upon the possibilities is a good way for ^ 
us to perceive how far we have drifted into an artificial, 
"planned" government where, as is the case with Russia, 
our further development as a people and as a nation is, 
being caught in the deep-freeze of dictatorship and plan­ 
ned economy.
